Death rang down the curtaui lo-dajr on the 
eventful career of Horatio Boltomley, once mil- 
, lioDaire iporUman, politician, financier, and then 
convict. He w*> aeventy-lhrce yean old and only 
recently he applied for hit old-age pension of ten 
shillings a week—normally two end one-half dol¬ 
lars I Strangely enough, whdS he was independ en t 
Liberal member for South Hackney in the House 
of Coniino.a he used all the eloquence at his com¬ 
mand m support of the passage of this social 
legitlalioo. 

Bottomlcy’t crash from eminence in British 
polibct. finance, and journalism came in 1922 
when he was sentenced to seven years’ imprison¬ 
ment for converting to hit own use $25,000 of 
funds he had helped to raise for war purpoect. 
He served five years and came out of Miidslonc 
prisoa a broken man. Tbe voice which helped to 
induce thousands of Britons lo join the colors dur¬ 
ing the early days of the war was as broken as his 
spirits and his health. The man who exposed 
Botlocdcy’s frauds offered lo help him, bul his 
reply was—end he mainlaincd this attitude to the 
end—"let no roan pity me." 

Britain never knew a more accomplished “lay 
lawyer" than Horatio Boltomley. H* did battle 
in the courta manjr tunes and his exchanges with 
the best legal minds of the country became famous. 
He used ’’John Bull," the sv^ly he founded 
nearly thirty yean ago. lo champion the cause of 
the “under dog” and not n few injustices and scan¬ 
dals were uncovered in the columns of his paper. 
He drew allenlion lo the pl«ht of discharged 
soMiers rf.- the war end got conditiaos rectified 
m many pei.xulars. 

There was much good in Bolutmicy. But 
he fell by the waysidi—the price of his own mis¬ 
deeds. Since he came out of prisoa. hi 1927. life 
must have been aomething of a nightmare to him. 
He probably welcomed the end.
